NAPOLEON, BY ISABEY. 


NAPOLEON BONAPARTE. Full bust in uniform, head to 
right, military decorations on right breast. Oval, in velvet 
case.

An exquisite miniature on ivory by Jean Baptiste Tsabey, 
1813. Signed and dated. The artist Isabey was a pupil 
of the celebrated David, and became the most fashionable 
artist in Paris, he was liberally patronized by the Emperor 
Napoleon who had been his friend when both were obscure 
citizens; he painted many portraits of the Emperor. The 
one herein described bears all the master touches of the great 


miniaturist, and is perfect, with the exception of a slight 


crack (almost unnoticable) over the face. | 

This identical portrait was presented by Joseph Bonaparte 
to the late Professor Letdy of Philadelphia, who presented tt 
to the late Wm. B. Mann, of Philadelphia, with a sworn 
affidavit to that effect, signed by Chas. N. Mann, whe in- 
hertted tt from his father’s estate.

The artist of the above pictures, James Sharpless, was 
born in England about 1751 and came to this country in 
1794. The only known works which we have of him, and 
which are unquestionably authentic, ave a collection of small 
portraits in pastel, and are on a thick gray paper, softly 
grained and of a wooly texture, the same as he used in all 
his small portraits. The colored crayons which he used to 
execute the portraits he manufactured himself. He kept 
them finely powdered in small glass cups, and he applied 
them with a camel's har pencil. He usually made a replica 
of each portrait, which he retained for his own use, and this 
personal collection came into the possession of a gentleman 
of Virgixta.

the management of light and the treatment of the color would 
be hard to surpass.

Of 
course Sully ts so well known that tt is hardly necessary for

The 
arist who painted it, Sir Godfrey Kneller, was born in 
Lubeck, 1648, and died about 1723. He went to England, 
where he became Court Painter to Charles I, James II 
and their successors. le painted portraits of all the promt- 
nent personages of the English Court. The portrait in ques- 
tion exhibits him in his best period, and is in an excellent 
state of preservation, and a magnificent example of the skill 
and beauty in portraiture which won for him enduring fame, 
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Mrs. Thomas Knipe (nee Alicia Wolseley), 
by Sir Peter Lely.

He was appointed Chief Justice of the United States by 
Andrew Jackson in December 26, 1835, and retained the 
position until has death. lt was he who rendered the decision 
in tha famous Dred-Scott case. 

The artist, Emanuel Leutze, was born in Wurtemberg, May

In 1856 it was 
submitted to Sir Thomas Baring, the great English collector 
and expert for his opinion, he submiticd tt to the commts- 
stoners of the Royal Gallery, two of whom thought tt was by 
Durer, two expressed the opinion that it was painted by 
Morales (called the Divine), and one would not express an 
opinion. It was then taken to Mr. Woodburn, the noted 
English expert and connoisseur, who unhesitatingly pro- 
nounced tt to be a painting by Albrecht Durer. 


This ts all the information we can impart. In my judg- 
ment I should say that it was painted by Durer. No matter 
who painted tt, 11 1s certainly a wonderful work of art; about 
two-thirds life size. Lt depicts the head of our Lord crowned 
with thorns, all the agony and suffering he underwent in 
this most trying episode of his life ts expressed in the face, 
the tears bronght forth by the intense suffering, caused by 
the crown of thorns piercing his flesh are so perfectly painted 
as to impress upon the onlooker, that they are actually flow- 
ing down the face, as also the blood issuing from the wounds 
of the thorns, the features portray the face of our beloved 
Saviour in manner never before or since attempted by any 
other artist. In fact, the painting is so supremely divine 
that one feels bettcr after viewing tt. A sort of hallo sur- 
rounds its every touch.
